E.W. STALLSMITH 
FOUND 0 E A 0 IN 
BED BY MOTHER 


Popular Young Towns­ 
man Dies In 
His 
Sleep From Heart 
Disease. 


Earl William Stallsmith, 32, World 
W ar veteran, photographer and prom­ 
inent and popular young man, was 
found dead in bed at the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George W. 
Stallsmith, East Middle street, this 
morning. 
The young m an’s mother, who re­ 
cently underwent an operation at the 
W arner Hospital, found 
her 
son’s 
body, and is prostrate. 
Death was 
caused by an attack of heart disease. 
Mr. Stallsmith had teen in the best 
of 
health 
apparently, 
Wednesday 
evening. 
He attended a meeting of 
the Gettysburg Fire Company, and 
later went to the Majestic* Club, where 
he spent much of his time when not 
at work. 
To friends who .saw him during the 
evening, before he retired, he seemed 
in the best of health, nor did lie com­ 
plain of feeling ill. 
According Ae 
close friends of tho young man, he 
suffered occasional mild 
heart 
a t­ 
tacks, but none had ever been serious 
enough to cause alarm. 
Dies Without Wakening 
When the body 
was 
found 
this 
morning shortly after 8 o’clock, there 
was no evidence that he had suffered 
ftom the attack . 
He was Tying on 
his back, with the covers about him 
as though asleep, and apparently he 
died without wakening. 
His death is believed to have oc­ 
curred just a short time before his 
mother discovered his body. 
A phy­ 
sician was summoned, but Mr. Stall­ 
smith was beyond medical aid. 
News of his de*th spread quickly 
over town, eliciting many expressions 
of sorrow and spoken tributes to the 
life and character of the young man, 
tokens of the esteem in which he was 
held by all who knew him intimately 
or otherwise. 
Mr. Stallsmith was born July 26, 
1893. 
He attended the public schools 
here and also the Gettysburg High 
School. 
In boyhood, he became interested 
in photography and for the last fifteen 
years was employed at the studio of 
William H. Tipton, 
the 
battlefield 
photographer. 
Mr. Stallsmith was 
particularly adept with the camera, 
and h^d photographed many promi­ 
nent visitors to Gettysburg. 
Colored Many Photographs 
Specimens of photographs 
which 
Mr. Stallsmith had colored by hand 
began recently to attract much at­ 
tention for the artistry which the pic­ 
tures portrayed. 
Landscapes 
and 
photographs of individuals in natural 
colors, done by Mr. Stallsmith, were 
eagerly sought after. 
A veteran of the World War, in 
which he served overseas, Mr. Stall­ 
smith was one of the charter members 
of the Albert J. Lentz post, American 
legion here, in which he held several 
offices. 
He entered the service on June 27, 
1918, and was sent 
to Camp Lee, 
Virginia. 
While with the colors, Mr. 
Stallsmith served with the 59th Co., 
loth Battalion, 155th depot brigade, 
from June 27 to July 20, 1918; Co. 
F, lith Battalion infantry
